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KNOX RENOMINATED 


Harmonious Gathering at Woburn Tues- 
day. Stirring Speech by the 
Congressman. 


Sargent Again Placed for Senator 


WOBURN, Oct. 2—At the Fifth Dis- 
trict Republican Congressional con- 
vention held in Lyceum hall tais fcre- 
noon Congressman William 8S. Knox of 
Lawrence was unanimously named as 
the party’s candidate for representative 
in Congress, 

No convention was ever more har- 
monious, and great enthusiasm was 
displayed throughout. 

Upon the invitation of the Repub! - 
cans of Woburn the delerates were ten- 
dered a banquet in the hall above the 
convention hall. The delegates ex- 
pressed great pleasufe over the hospi- 
tality shown them. Lyceum hall proved 
to be most admirably suited for a con- 
vention. 

Congressman Knox's speech ‘f ac- 
ceptance was a masterly effort and was 
received with great applause. 

Liéut. Col. Butler Ames and Judge 
John A. Pickman of Lowell took a 
prominent part in the rroceedings of 
the convention, proving -conclusive'y 
that they are both sincere in their de- 
sire to aid their successful rival for the 
nomination. 7 

The convention was called to order at 
11 o’clock by Hon. Byron Truell of Law- 
rence, chairman of the district commit- 
tee. Lieutenant Colonel Butler Ames 
of Lowell was named for temporary 
chairman by E. G. Preston of Woburn 
and was elected. Lieut. Col. Ames in 
a graceful speech thanked the delegates 
for the honor conferred upon him and 
pledged his party support to the nomi- 
nee of the convention.. Frank ‘L. Rem- 
ick of Methuen was named for tempo- 
rary secretary by ex-City Marshal 
David Bailey of Lawrence. 

On motion of William MHounsell of 
Lowell a committee on credentials was 
then chosen. The committee consisted 
of the following: William Hounsell of 
Lowell, Abbott Poor of Lawrence, John 
R. Carter of Woburn, A. ©. Roberts of 
Reading, and M. T. Wadlin of North 
Andover. After the report of the com- 
mittee It was voted to make the tem- 
porary organization permanent. 

‘Nominations for a congressman were 
then called for and ‘Hon. J. A. Pickmen, 
in a strong speech in which he endorsed 
the Administration and commended the 
action of the present congrese#man 
placed the name of William 8. Knox 
before the convention, moving that he 
be nominated by acclamation. The 
motion was passed unanimously, amid 
great enthusiasm. 

On motion of Hon. Byron Trvel of 
Lawrence, Willlam Begg of Woburn 
was named for and elected a presiden- 
tial elector. 

The @istrict committee, then chosen, 
comprises the following: John C, Wil- 
son of Lowell, Frank L. Weaver of 
Lowell, Hon. Byron Truell of Law- 
rence, E. UW. Humphrey of Lawrence, 
John N. Portal of Woburn, E. G. Pres- 
ton of Woburn, George I. Frederick of 
Methuen, John N. Cole of Andover, 
Enoch Foster of Tewksbury, Thomas 
H. Cornell of Dracut, Lewis M. Ban- 
croft of Reading, Hon. Newton P. Frye 
of North ‘Andover, Oscar Stowell cf 
Lynnfield, B. G. Hall of Peabody, Ches- 
ter N. Clark of Wilmington and E. A. 
Carpenter of North Reading. 

‘At this point Hon. John N. Harlow 
and Hon. Byron Truell were appointed 
a committee to escort Mr. Knox before 
the convention. When the Congress- 
man appeared he was greeted with vo- 
ciferous and prolonged applause, 

Congressman Knox made a splendid 
speech, which was in part as follows: 

Our opponents present a new issue 
which they call antl-imperialism. Of 
course, as it is presented by the Demo- 
cratic party it must be anti-something. 
As what they call imperialism is tre 
characteristic of the most glorious 
epoch of our history and is a movement 
for the advancement of civilization, the 
extension of liberty and the blessings 
of good government to millions lately 
oppressed and down-trodden, as it has 
clothed the nation with honor and pres- 
tige and opened to its people boundless 
possibilities of trade and commerce, all 
the surer js it of Democratic opposition. 
We are ready to meet this issue, and it 
would be fortunate if the Republican 
party could go to the people upon it 
alone. But we cannot forget the past 
nor ignore other issues that take close 
hold of our welfare, and which are 
pregnant with good or {ll to our pros- 
perity as a manufacturing community. 
No new cry can dull the memory of the 
four years of Cleveland’s administra- 
tion.’ No discussion of theories of gov- 
ernment can make us forget tre closed 
workshop, the silent mill, the low wage. 
the scant supply of the comforts and 
necessaries of life. The wreck and ruin 
wrought by the Wilson B'll area gaunt 
spectre that will down at no man’s bid- 
ding. We know our disaster and suf- 
fering as a people for five lorg years 
were caused by the Democratic policy 
of free trade and a debased currency. 
We know our present prosperity and 
happiness rest upon the Republican 
policy of protection and sound money. 
We have determined to overthrow the 
one and uphold the other. 

The.attack of the Democratic plat- 
form upon the policy of protection Is 
direct and certain. It may not occupy 
£0 much space in that instrument as 
the platitudes of anti-imperialism, but 
it is all there. High sounding verbeage 
does not conceai the claw of the Demo- 
cratic tiger. The Dngley tariff is de- 
clared to be a trust breeding Instrument 
whose benefits are conferred upon the 
few and its burdens laid upon the many. 
Who are the many in this country? and 
who are the few? Are nt the many 

illfons of farmers, the workmen in 
shop and mi'l and mine, the ‘toilers 
with hand and brain that make up that 
vast army whore daily happiness de- 
pends upon daily profitable employ- 
ment? These are they upon whom the 
benefits of the Dingley Bill are con- 
ferre?.

Imperialism, charged as it is to the 
Republican party, means very much or 
it means nothing. If it means that the 
Republican party has entered upon a 
career of territorial acquisition by force 
or intrigue and the opening of foreign 
markets by conquest for the purpose of 
national aggrandizement, then it is a 
most serious issue, and the party pro- 
fessing such a purpose should meet 
with swift political destruction.

It differed 
from the Republican party only in re- 
spect that it wanted to make the war in 
its own way, and carry it on in its own 
manner. It purposed to recognize the 
independence of the Cuban govern- 
ment as !t existed in the spring of 1898. 
The Republican party purposed to rec- 
ognize the freedom of the Cuban peo- 
ple, and to demand the withdrawal of 
Spain from the isfand and leave the 
people of Cuba to form a government of 
their own. Events showed that there 
was no Cuban government at that time, 
and the result of a war with Spain un- 
der Democratic auspices must have left 
the United States at the mercy of a few 
self-styled, and irresponsible rulers in 
Cuba when terms of peace came to be 
settled. The Democratic party not only 
desired to make war with Spain in its 
own way but to provide for its prosecu- 
tion in its own peculiar manner. It 
proposed to raise the necessary means 
by the coinage of the silver bullion in 
the treasury and a new issue of green- 
backs. The Republican party was de- 
termined to pay for a righteous wer 
in righteous money, and to ask the 
people of the country to fur- 
nish - it.

The only question raised is that we 
should have retained them with a prom- 
ise to their people, not of freedom, but 
of independence. This question was 
decided in the manner the Constitution 
provides. Two-thirds of the Senate 
ratified the treaty transferring abso- 
lutely the islands to the United States 
upon the payment of whatever equity 
Spain still had. Is this imperialism? 
If so, then not the Republican party, 
not President McKinley but the United 
States Senate were the imperialists, 
for a foreign treaty is supreme law. 
and imperialism is the law of the. land, 
ofr a foreign treaty is supreme law. 
No charge of imperialism ean be made 
from the manner the Administration 
has dealt with the people inhabiting the 
islands. They have been dealt with as 
a people dwelling in lands which be- 
longed tothe United States. Mercy 
and justice have tempered every act; 
freedom and equality to the individual, 
government and law for the entire body 
politic have been offered without stint 
or reservation. American lives have 
been ‘sacrificed that these blessings 
might be enjoyed, and it is sad to know 
that other lives must be lost and other 
graves opened under the shadow of the 
flag till a final Republican triumph in 
November shall crush all hope of suc- 
cessful rebellion in the Philippines.

Electric Railway Wheels. 


The selectmen have made a move in 
the electric railway muddle, and the 
entering wedge is set for two tracks 
down Main street, one to accommodate 
the L. & R. road, the other for the L. 
L. & H. road. We say “the entering 
wedge ” because the franchise does not 
yet state what particular location may 
be decided upon in placing the tracks, 

We sincerely regret that there is not 
force enough, somewhere and some- 
how, to bring the two companies to- 
gether in using a common track down 
Main street. Such an arrangement is 
the logical solution of the difficulty. It 
would bring upon the street but little 
appreciable extra traftic, and. cause no 
such extra obstruction as an additional 
track will cause, to have the two roads 
use one track. On the other hand there 
must be taken into account the ques 
tion of the greatest good to the greatest 
number. It is admitted that the top of 
Andover hill is not the proper place 
for a street railway terminus ; it is un- 
fair to the public, to the people who 
reside there, to the business interests 
of the town already established in the 
centre, 

The selectmen are the sole judges of 
the problem and their decision settles 
it, but they should beware lest in the 
settling of the problem they unwitting- 
ly find themselves party to a combina 
tion through which the public will in 
the end receive but little good. There 
is undoubtedly a great deal of truth in 
the widely circulated reports that some- 
body may be generously benefitted by 
keeping the L. & R. road out of And. 
over centre. It is very easy to see that 
the stock of the L. & R. road is a much 
better proposition if the connection is 
secure with the projected line to Hav- 
erhill, than it is with its present ter. 
minus on the hill. It is easy also to 
see that certain parties who might be 
interested in consolidating the L. & R. 
road with the L. L. & H. would be 
interested in keeping the road in’ as 
much disfavor as possible until they 
were able to secure such control. We 
have said enough to show that the 
wheels within wheels are multiplying 
very rapidly in connection with this 
little piece of track on Main street, 
Andover, 

The general public has not a par. 
ticle of interest in these schemes so far 


as they are engineered for speculation |, 


purposes. The citizens of Andover de- 
mand that their selectmen shall not be 
influenced by any considerations other 
than the public good. If they shall 
decide that the exigencies of the case 
demand two tracks on Main street they 
should so act, but the grant or refusal 
should not be made as an aid to any 
person’s scheming. 

If they shall place two tracks there, 
they have still further power to so 
build the road and_ provide for its 
maintenance at the expense of the 
railroad companies, as to make Main 
street a much more satisfactory high- 
way that it is now, and they will be 
expected to exercise that power to the 
very limit.

ACTION AT LAST 


Selectmen Grant Location on Main Street 
to Lawrence & Reading Road. 


At last the Lawrence & Reading road 
have obtained what they asked for, a 
location on South Main street from the 
hill to the Square, and they will now 
be in position to treat with the Lowell, 
Lawrence & Haverhill road with a view 
to obtaining the use of the latter’s rails. 

The selectmen granted the location 
last Saturday night, after a conference 
with the L. & RK. officials. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the location has 
been granted, the rails cannot be laid 
until the exact position which the rails 
are to occupy, providing the two roads 
are not able to come to terms, shall have 
been determined by the board of select- 
men. ; 

“Ordered on a petition of the Law- 
rence & Reading Street Railway com- 
pany, dated ‘August 30; 1900, it appear- 
ing that due notice thas been given to 
all parties interested by publication in 
the Andover Towhsman August 31, 1900, 
being 14Mays before a hearing thereon, 
held Sept. 15, 1900, it is hereby adjudged 
that public necessity and convenience 
require that said location be. granted 
and that a location be and hereby is 
granted for a sifgle track, connecting 
at the present terminus of said Law- 
rence & Reading Street (Railway com- 
pany on (Main street and extending 
through said ‘Main street to its junc- 
tion with Elm street, together with the 
right to set poles and run wires for the 
‘purpose of operating its railway with 
electricity. ° 

“This location shall be subject to all 
the conditions, restrictions and regula- 
tions contained in the original grant to 
the said company and to such further 
conditions, restrictions and regulations 
not inconsistent with law as the select- 
men may hereafter require. No track 
shall be laid until the specific locality 
in said [Main street shall be designated 
by the selectmen. : 

“All expenses and costs of every na- 
ture growing out In any manner of the 
granting of this location shall be borne 
by the Lawrence & Reading Street 
Railway company and an acceptance 0° 
this.location by the directors of said 
company shall forever bind said com- 
pany to this condition.” 


It is rather a difficult thing to decide 
what the outcome will be and whether: 
the selectmen will finally allow the Law- 
rence & Reading road to lay rails side 
by side with the L. L. & H. tracks, with 
flat rails, macadamized between, or with 
the two outside rails six inches or so 
apart, called interlining. 


False Alarm Wednesday Night. 


The Phillips academy students have 
apparently begun their childish ringing 
of the fire alarm again after a summer 
of quietness. Last Wednesday evening 
the entire fire department was called to 
Box 42 on Phillips street opposite, E. P. 
Chapin’s about ten o’clock bya false 
alarm. It is a hard run up there for the 
horses besides being a great source of an- 
noyance to the men. 

Not only that, but the men are getting 
so disgusted with the whole. business 
that they do not exert themselves to 
make fast time and some day a building 
on the hill will be destroyed which might 
have been saved by a little quicker re- 
sponse to the alarm. 

Chief Hardy has taken prompt action 
by announcing that until further notice 
Boxes 35, 37, 41, 42, 44, 45, and 46 will 
not be responded to until the second 
alarm. The person ringing the alarm 
must stay at the box until the “all out” | 
is sounded by the chief, either from the 
box or engine house. It can be readily | 
seen that should a fire get well under 
way in a building near one of the pro- 
scribed boxes, it would be next to 
impossible to extinguish it when the re- 
sponse is made after a second alarm.

THIEVES AT WORK 


Rob Phillips Students of Money, Watches 
and Scarf Pins. — 


Bold sneak thieves were at work in 
the dormitories of Phillips academy last 
Friday afternoon and some of the stu- 
dents and instructors are now sadder 
and possibly wiser men. A good sized 
haul was made by the purloiners of 
property, including nearly $75 in money, 
two open faced gold watches and val- 
uable scarf pins, those obtained in one 
room alone being set down as worth $60,

Although no definite clew has been

It is such a common thing for drum-

dent trade, that nosuspicion was aroused 
when the men went from room to room 
in the’ various dormitories looking for 
“orders.” 

« They came to Andover Friday morn- 
ing and hired a team frdm Ira Hill, say- 
ing that they were drummers for Burke 
& Co. Mr. Hill has let teams to drum- 
mers for’ this firm so many times, that 
he has become acquainted with niost of 
the*men who came to Andover represent- 
ing them, and as these men were strang- 
ers he asked them where the regular 
men were. They seemed somewhat 
taken aback at first, but gave some ex- 
cuse which seemed plausible and Mr. 
Hill gave the matter no more thought. 
The men had the team all the afternoon. 
They returned it at night, and paid for 
it. Both had large gripsacks and were 
well dressed. They left town on a late 
evening train. 

The students began to miss their prop- 
erty well along in the evening and in all 
about a dozen went to Chief of Police 
Frye with a tale of woe. There was 
every indication that the thefts were 
committed by the strangers, as they had 
ample opportunity to “lift” articles of 
value, and in some cases to search rooms 
during their trip through the dormi- 
tories. They showed full knowledge of 
college men’s ways and both were good 
talkers. They carried samples with 
them and whenever they met a student 
they at once began to “ solicit trade.”
